BRIDGES’S ‘BOND INCREASED. 


FLOYD BOARD OF EDUCATION DE- 
CIDED ON THIS STEP 
Because the Shortage Was Not Covered 
by the Bond—Other News from 
the Hill City. 


Rome, Ga., April 6.—(Snecial.)—Tie 
Floyd county board of educaiion met this 
morning and took steps to secure a larger 
bend for ex-School Commissioner W. M. 
Bridges. When arrested in Memphis and 
bretght back to Rome, it was thought 
that $3,500 would cover his deficit to the 
city and county and his bond was fixed 
at that sum. 
committee developed the fact that I's 
shortage would reach $5,500, or $2,000 more 
than his bond. 

Today the board, after discussing the 
question for some time, decided to swear 
out additional Warrants against Bridges 
so’ as to raise the bond to the requisite 
amount, and this will he done immediately. 

Judge Henry decided not. to call the 
grand jury together for the adjourned term 
of superior court, and the charges against 
Bridges will not be promantes for investiga- 
tion until Juiy. 


An Interesting Question. 

A very important question came up In 
the fact that Bridges had authorized some 
of the teachers to go on with their work 
and, that he would examine them at a 
later day. The law requires that a teacher 
must have been regularly licensed to be 
entitled to any of the benefits of the 
public fund. As these teachers were acting 
under the instruction of tne commissione7, 
and were in good faith. the board. will! 
confer with State Schooi Commissioner 
Glenn and suggest that the teachers he 
paid for the time taught. but required to 
be examined ‘before beetnning another 
term. Every teacher will be reduced here- 
after to furnish a certificate of good morai 
character before being granted a license.

WILL TALK IT OVER. 


Another Conference Between Officers 
and Emploves. 

Columbus, Ga., April 6.—(Special.)—Thurs- 
day a committee from the strikers of the 
Eagle and Phenix mills will hold another 
conference with President Bigby, and it is 
hoped that as a result of it an amicable ad- 
justment will be effected immediately. 

The situation remains unchanged, and 
in fact no particular developments are ex- 
pected until after Thursday's conference. 
The city continues ubusually quiet, and a 
stranger would not kriow that a strike is in 
progress, as everything moves along in its 
accustomed way. There is suppressed ex- 
citement and anxiety, though, among those 
directly governed by the strike, and it will 
not take long to bring the matter to some 
sort of a climax unless a settlement is 
reached this week. 

A hundred operatives, young men, have 
gone to Alabama City, Ala., where they wil] 
get employment at the new mill at that 
place, and C. F. Fay, agent for the mill, 
who is here, says he has enlisted the names 
of 290 other operatives who will 
in case the Eagle and Phenix mills do not 
start up soon.

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ROAD WINS THE CASE #: 


| The Injunction Against the aan 


Kir-Line Denied. 


THE CASE WILL BE APPEALED 


The City Criminal Court Was in Ses- 
sion Yesterday and Several Cases 
_ Were Disposed Of. 


— 


Though the injunction against the Sea- 
board -Air-Line was dissolved Saturday af- 
ternoon by Judge Lumpkin, it is probable 
that the case will be carried to the higher 
courts by the attorneys representing the 
Spring street property holders. 

Yesterday morning the attorneys for the 
plaintiffs asked that the restraining order 
be in force until the case could be appeal. 
ed. This was denied, unless the plaintiffs 
would make a bond in the sum of $30,000, to 
secure the road from all damages which 
might accrue as a result of the delay oc- 
casioned by the injunction. The attorneys 
of the plaintiffs announced that this bond 
would be made and that the case would be 
appealed. — 

Some time ago the Seaboard Air-Line be- 
gan grading a plat of ground on the north 
side of the right of way of the Western and 
Atlantic road for the purpose of building a 
new depot. The ground upon which the 
depot is to be located is situated just at the 
foot of Spring street, and the holders of ad- 
joining property filed a’ petition for in- 
junction, showing that the closing of that 
street would damage their property and 
would cause the road to be liable for quite 

a large sum of easecm@uit to which the own- 
ers of the property were entitled. 

The petition was argued several days ago, 
but went over for a finai hearing until last 
Saturday. Saturday the case was again 
taken up and completed, and Judge Lump- 
kin announced that he would deny the in- 
junction. The attorneys then asked that 
the restraining order be kept in force un- 
til the case could be appealed, whereupon 
Judge Lumpkin stated this would be done, 
provided the plaintiffs would make a bond 
sufficient to protect the road from any 
damages which might arise as a result of 
the delay. This bond will probably be made 
today and the case will be appealed. In 
the meantime the road will be enjoined 
until the result of the hearing can be made 
known, provided th® bond is made. 

Says She Was Abandoned. 

Mrs. Martha Edwards has fileda petition 
for divorce against her husband, Mathew 
Edwards, charging him with deertion and 
abandonment. 

The petition shows that they were mar- 
ried on March 1, 1891, and lived together as 
man and wife tor eleven months and one 
week. At the expiration of that time the 
wife claims she was abandoned without any 
cause and has since lived sepf&irate. She 
says she and her husband lived peaceably 
and without having any trouble, and that 
he left her without any cause or reason. 

Since that time she says he has not pro- 
vViled for her wants and has not contribut- 
ed to her support. She asks thal her 
maiden name, Martha Palmer, be restored. 

In the Criminal Court. 

The criminal city court was in session 
vesterday and a number of convictions 
was the result of the day’s work. 

Arehie Brighiwell, charged with larceny 
from the house, was convicted of stealing 
a coat, vest and two pairs of pants from 
Kiseman Bros., on March 3ist. He was 
given a fine of $50 or six.months in the 
chaingang. 

Della Peacock was charged with having 
stolen $30 from the person of S. E. Thom- 
ason, and was given a fine of $75 or nine 
months. 

Several witnesses testified that Jerry Har- 
rison stole a chest of tools from a car of 
the Southern railway. He was convicted 
and received a fine of $75 or nine months 
in the chaingang. 

Charley Mitchell, who was charged with 
having stolen a copy of The Atlanta Con- 
stitution from the John Church Company, 
was given a fine of $1 and costs or three 
months. The costs in the case are a little 
more than $40. 

Solomon Cloud and Wil! Howard, accus- 
ed of gaming, were convicted and sentenc- 
ed to pay $50 each, or serve six, months in 
the chainganeg. } 

John Johnson was charged with having 
stolen a gold watch and chain from Fanny 
Parham, and upon conviction was sentenc- 
ed to six months with the alternative of 
paying a 50 fine.

About tLe Row Between Himself and 
Editor ,Clayton. 

Jasper, Ga., April %.—(Special.)—Colone! 
S. A. Darnell in an interview about the 
matter between himself and the editor of 
The Republican here, and referring to a 
special from this place in today’s Con- 
stitution he says: 

“IT have spent thirty of the best vears 
of my life and a fertune in the cause of 
my party, but have never desired to dic- 
tate or rule arbitrarily. J am not an 
applicant for any office and am not con- 
ducting any campaign to that end. I do 
not desire to control any patronage in 
north Georgia or elsewhere. I do not 
consider the editor referred to as an 
important factor in politics here and there 
is no question between us as to who shall 
rule.

They do not care for -the party and 
would wreck it if necessary for a fourth- 
class postoffice or a clerkship in the reve- 
nue service. | am a candidate for elector 
for this district and shall endeavor to do 
my duty. I do not want any personal 
quarrels and I do not intend to submit to 
malicious and false accusations from any 
source.”’

Upon the transfer of Colo- 
nel Chapman Mr, Pitts was assigned to 
this district, wheré he has been steadily at 
work ever since. He is an active agent and 
during his short term in this distfict has 
accomplished much. 

Those who are familiar with the sityation 
Say that the change is caused by the ef- 
forts of Colonel Chapman to be placed 
back in this district again. The present 
change will pit him in Greenesboro, N. C., 
bringing tohis place the agent there, Mr. 
Clark, and carrying Mr. Pitts to St. Louis. 
The change in every way will benetit Colo- 
nel Chapman.
